LAKEHURST, N. J. (UP)—The great German dirigible 
Hindenburg caught fire as it nosed to its mooring mast tonight and | 
it is reported that all of the approximately 150 aboard were killed. 

The big dirigible was 300 feet off the ground, moving slowly 
toward the mooring mast when there was a sudden explosion which 


the highly explosive hydrogen, 


burned like tinder and a brilliant light spread over the field where 


she was swaying. 


Then she conapset with a 


8 o'clock (eastern 


terrific impact and shortly before 


‘aylight time) she lay on the ground, half a 


mass of hot and glowing girders, the other half hidden in dense 


clouds of black smoke. 


The Hindenburg was making her maiden crossing of the North 
Atlantic for the 1937 season. She carried 39 passengers and a 


crew of from 75 to 125. 


R. J. Novis, a lawyer, was 250 feet away as the ship dropped 
her ground lines. The ground crew seized the lines and was towing 
her to the mobile mooring base which holds her to the ground. 

A few hundred spectators were on hand to welcome her. As 
she burst into flames the spectators wept and screamed. 

“The ground crew was towing her to the mast when suddenly 
a spurt of flame came out of the side just a little back of the mid- 


section,” said Novis. 


“Then the explosion and the Hindenburg fell in flames.”

NEW YORK (lP}—Henry Wolf, land- 
lord, raised in Supreme Court today 
the question of whether tenants have 
the right to orgainize for collective 
bargaining. 

He complained that since April 8th 
the tenants of a building he owns in 
the Bronx, have been running it to 
suit themselves and that he fears to 
show himself on the premises.

Hughes Pleads 
of Reason 


Chief Justice Is 
Speaker Before 
Law Institute

| WASHINGTON (iP)—Chief Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes today entered a 
' stirring plea for ‘the processes of rea- 
, Son as opposed to tyranny of force” in 
'a speech before the American Law In- 
| stitute. The address appeared directed 
_at President Roosevelt's court reorgani- 
‘zation program but did not mention 
‘the plan specifically. 
| Hughes spoke in an atmosphere of 
| enthusiasm before a gathering of not- 
| ables which packed the gilded grand 
ball room of the Mayflower hotel. 

His entrance was marked by ap- 
Pplause which lasted several minutes, 
| He was introduced by George Wharton 
| Pepper, president of the Institute, as 
it opened its 15th annual meeting. 

Pepper’s tribute to Hughes as a 
“faithful and distinguished public serv- 
ant” representing the “great tribunal” 
was greeted by further applause. 

Hughes defended the process of pro- 
cedure in the courts generally and cited 
instances of improvement in the ad- 
ministration of justice by reforms. Now, 
he said, the court can devote itself 
almost exclusively to questions of great

public importance, even though many 
of the cases it decides are of little sur- 
face significance in the minds of the 
public. 


As he did to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee some weeks ago, Hughes re- 
ported the court well abreast of its 
work and said that every member of 
the bench studied every case thor- 
oughly. 

“The success of Democratic institu- 
tions,” he said, “lies in the success of 
the processes of reason as opposed to 
the tyranny of force. 

“Between these two, society must 
choose. If society chooses the pro- 
cesses of reason, it must maintain the 
institutions which embody these pro- 
cesses. Institutions for the exercise of 
the law making power and for the ex- 
ecution of law, must have their fitting 
complement in the institutions for the 
interpretation for the application of 
laws, for the safe-guarding of individ- 
ual rights, through a competent and 
dependent judiciary. 


“The firm and true administration 
must find its ultimate assurance, not 
in statutes or forms, but in the senti- 
ment of a free people, themselves toler- 
ant and reasonable and keenly alive to 
the necessity of maintaining the instru- 
mentalities for the impartial determin- 
ation of controversies.”
